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The development of the special office or 
business library is simply another step in 
the scientific organization of industry. As 
such it is now receiving the careful atten- 
tion of many practical men interested solely 
in making their business organization more 
efficient. An evidence of this increased in- 
terest is shown in the extensive comment 
in the technical press given to a paper by 
Guy E. Marion on “The Library as an Ad- 
junct to Industrial Laboratories.” The En- 
gineering Record of January 29 comments 
editorially on this paper as follows: 

Recent advances of the industrial library 
into the field of practical affairs furnish ex- 
cellent illustrations of the spread of scien- 
tific methods through the auxiliary depart- 
ments of modern business. It is question- 





able, however, if the full possibilities of use- 
fulness of an efficient technical library are 
as yet realized by many executive and sub- 
ordinate employees of organizations under 
whose general jurisdiction libraries are 
maintained. Experience in an organization 
where a technical library formed a separate 
department has prompted the statement by 
one engineer that in too many instances 
there is a tendency to look upon the library 
as a rather impracticable affair, out of 
touch with the daily stress and strain of the 
organization’s conflicts, and merely a good 
place in which to spend the leisure hour 
which never comes in a busy office. 

That the foregoing point of view is becom- 
ing out of date is evidenced by a paper read 
at the Boston meeting of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science by 
Mr. Guy E. Marion, of the staff of Arthur D. 
Little, Boston, on “The Library as an Ad- 
junct to Industrial Laboratories.” Basing 
his remarks upon the practical arrangement 
and operation of a library in the chemical 
laboratory organization of Mr. Little, the 
author showed how increasing specializa- 
tion has led to the establishment of such a 
department; how it is possible to increase 
the efficiency of the entire enterprise with 
which it is associated; how peculiar and 
difficult problems beset it, and how the de- 
mands of a limited patronage recruited from 
specialists both intensify and broaden the 
work of the library within its particular 
field. 

The material required and acquired con- 
sists chiefly of textbooks, specialists’ pam- 
phiets, trade catalogues, reference works 
and maps. With this material the library 
acts as a clearing house of information for 
the entire organization. 

The range of problems which come to a 
well-conducted industrial library is of the 
most varied character. It is clear that pecu- 
liar administrative qualifications. must ac- 
company the work of a successful industrial 
library. In an engineering organization it 
is most desirable that such a department be 
headed by a man with technical training, if 
one with the requisite bent for classification 
and concentration can be found. Mr. Marion 
does not touch upon this phase of the sub- 
ject, but from a somewhat close observation 
of library matters in relation to the needs 
of the engineer, one is compelled to believe 
that the absence of technical and specialized 
training is a serious drawback to efficient 
industrial library work. Here, if anywhere, 
industrial experience is worth much in place 
of a narrow training based chiefly upon 
methods of cataloging.
